Damage, as far as is known, was slight, 

and the only casualties were a civilian killed, 

an old woman who died from shock and some 
horses injured, 2 

Six of several casualties in a Midlands 
town belonged to one family. Mr. and Mrs. 
Prince, a 19 years old daughter and a 16 
years old son were killed, and two younger 
children were detained in hospital with 
serious injuries. 

Both their house and the shelter in which 
they were taking cover were completely de- 
molished, by what was believed to have been 
an aerial torpedo. Families on both sides, 
also in their shelters, were unhurt. Shrapnel 
fell on houses like rain. 

Considering the length of the raid and the 
number of bombs dropped * was com- 
paratively slight and was confined almost 
entirely to house Fa, 

Three high explosive bombs were dropped 
on a suburb. Two caused damage to house 
property. A civilian was injured when houses 
were damaged in another area. Three houses 
were demolished at a third area, but no 
casualties were reported.

MUCH DAMAGE TO 
PROPERTY 


Although for a long period raiders were 
repeatedly over a north-east England area 
and dropped a number of high explosive 
bombs the only casualties were two workmen 
injured. Damage was done to a mill, An 
overhead gas main was set on fire, but was 
quickly extinguished. 

A north-east town was bombed in the earl 
hours of yesterday morning. Considerable 
damage was done to house property in three 
different districts and there were casualties 
Among them a few persons are known to have 
been killed. 

German ‘planes came over in waves during 
a raid on a town on the North-East Coast. 
Many bombs were dropped, some outside and 
others in the town. p to last night there 
had been ná one casualty reported, a man 
having a broken leg. Damage was done to 
houses. 

When a block of working-class houses was 


hit in a North-East of England town only 


one man was killed and some people slightly 
injured. Direct hits on two houses in one 
street reduced them to ruins. A bomb struck 
some stables, killed six horses and set fire 
to the building, while only the outer walls 
of another house remained. 


COAST DAMAGE 


On the North-East Coast of England con- 
siderable damage was done, although there 
were few raiders, operating singly in most 
places. In one town many people were 
rendered homeless, and emergency feeding 
and accommodation for them found. In 
another area there were some casualties. A 
oy aren bomb fell in some fields and 
killed twenty-seven sheep and injured ten. 


FATHER AND SON KILLED 


Father and son were killed during a raid 
on a North-East town, and several other 
people injured, two seriously. The father 
was Robert Bruce www In the last war he 
was badly injured, his father was killed, and 
a brother died on active service, A third 
brother was reported missing recently, 

In a nearby street a soldier, home on leave, 
and his 3 in bed 22 their 2 
was struc ut he ma to to 
safety with little .

Some people, including two children, were 
killed in a raid on the North-East of England, 
and there were a number of other casualties.

The two children who were killed were in 
an Anderson shelter with their parents and 
grandmother and two other children. A 
bomb penetrated a sewer under the road, and 
the shelter, which had no protecting blast 
wall, received the full force of the explosion. 
The grandmother had a broken leg, but the 
others escaped without serious injury. 
Another bomb fell on a brick surface shelter

JETTISONED BOMBS ON 
VILLAGES 


The sole survivor of a raider which fell in 
flames on the sea a mile and a half from a 
South-East town early yesterday owes his life 
to the accidental stopping of a lifeboat’s 
engine. The crew had been searching for the 
airmen for an hour, when the engine stopped. 
Then they heard his cries, rescued him and 
took him injured to hospital. . 

Chased by fighters and caught in a blaze of 
searchlights, a lone raider jettisoned over 200 
incendiary bombs on two South-East of 
England villages late on Saturday night, The 
resulting fire lit up the countryside for miles. 
Although most of the bombs fell in twenty 
fields among 228 and corn sheaves, 
the damage was negligible, due to the efforts 
of stirrup pump crews. 

In a South-Eastern town about six shops in 
the main shopping thoroughfare were 
damaged. In a residential road one house was 
completely demolished, and a newly married 
couple, Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Turner, lost all 
their belongings.

GERMAN ’PLANES SHOT 
DOWN 


A terrific air battle over a Dorset coast 
yesterday afternoon resulted in the rout of 
over 40 German bombers and fighters, three 
fighters brought down on land, and others 
believed to have crashed into the sea. 

“I saw a twin-engined plane dive steeply, 
pursued by a Britis fighter,” writes a Press 
Association reporter. There was a burst 
of machine-gun fire, and the British machine 
turned away. The enemy plane climbed 
steeply, then suddenly smoke burst from it, 
it toppled over, and two figures leaped from 
it as the machine nose-dived to earth. _ 

A few minutes later another twin-engined 
German machine was sent crashing down a 
few miles away, the two occupants baling out. 
A third machine was — ha ve crashed 
further away near the coast, and people on 
the cliff stated that they saw three others 
dive into the sea. 


DAMAGE IN WALES 


One high explosive bomb, falling in a back 
garden near four houses in a Welsh town, 
threw up tons of earth, bricks and masonry, 
which crashed through house tops on to beds 
occupied a few seconds before by people who 
had rushed for shelter.

M. E. Lynch, O.Carm., Whitefriars, Favers- 
ham, Kent, England, and containing a postal 
order value for 2s, 6d. The accused man 
stated that the letter had been handed t: him 
by a patient in the Clare Sanatorium, and he 
subsequently opened it to see whether it con- 
tained money, as he needed some at the time. 
He also admitted signing the Rev. Father 
Colleran’s name to a receipt for a registered 
postal packet, from which he had abstracted 
£3 and some cdd ehillings, He had retained 
a registered 2 packet addressed to the 
President of St. Flannan’s College, and used 
£10 which it contained for private purposes. 
He was aware that another registered letter 
addressed to the Rev, Father Colleran, St. 
Flannan’s College, had contained money, 
which he also abstracted, and he signed the 
receipt ‘‘M, O’Grady.”’ ! 


HOUSE SEARCHED 


As a result of the admissions made by 
O'Shaughnessy, the Inspector added, he and 
Sergeant Deering searched the house in which 
O'Shaughnessy lived at Toureen, and found 
fifteen registered covers and 455 letters and 
miscellaneous correspondence.

WHY TALKS CEASED 


The talks ceased because the Hungarians 
were dis to discuss the matter only 
from the territorial standpoint, and the 
Rumanian delegates were unwilling to make 
the concessions demanded, and wished to 
base the talks on the principle of an exchange 
of populations.

The resolution states than an assurance is 
needed that the contemplated free and equal 
partnership of India will not be subject to 
qualifications such as were suggested in the 
speech made by Mr. L. S. Amery (Secretary 
of State for India) in Parliament on August 
8th. A definite time limit, it adds, should 
be laid down for the attainment by India 
of Dominion status. It should be clearly 
stated that, in the event of a non 
possumus"’ attitude on the part of any 
minority or interest, the Governnient will 
carry out its promise to grant Dominion 
status. 


DEFENCE MEASURES 


The defence portfolio—said the resolution 
—should be entrusted to an Indian com- 
manding the confidence of the people, and 
the Defence Forces of India should be 
organised on a fully national basis. Members 
of the Viceroy’s Executive Council should 
be selected from representatives of the 
various political parties, who should form the 
majority of the Council. The enlarged 
Council should work as a Cabinet, with the 
Viceroy as the constitutional head, and the 
British Government should not ordinarily 
interfere with policy that has the support 
of the Council and Central Legislature. The 
resolntion says that acceptance of the self- 
determination principle had been so hemmed 
in by regard for British obligations and 
guarantees to minorities and other interests 
as to render it nugatory. The Council con- 
sidered that “if it was really intended” to 

ant self-determination, this should be done 
In a manner which would make it practically 
effective. :
